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REMARKS 

Claims 12, 13 and 17 are pending in the present application. 

I. FORMAL MATTERS 

The Office Action does not acknowledge the claim to priority and does not 
indicate whether the copy of the priority documents filed on June 7, 2002 have been 
received. Applicant respectfully requests the Examiner to do so. 

Applicant notes with appreciate that the Office Action indicates that the formal 
drawings submitted on March 1, 2002 are acceptable. 

Applicant notes with appreciation that the Office Action includes a copy of the 
PTO Form 1 449 that was submitted in the Information Disclosure Statement filed on 
August 17, 2004. All of the references listed therein are initialed by the Examiner, 
thereby indicating that these references were considered and will be listed on the face 
of any patent that issues from the present invention. 

II. REJECTION UNDER 35 U.S.C. S 1 12. FIRST PARAGRAPH 

Claim 13 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the enablement requirement. The Examiner asserts that the step of "converting 

table makes combination of said plurality of types of character string or image to 
plurality of points" is not disclosed in the specification, and one or ordinary skill in the 
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art would not be able to implement the step without undue experimentation. 
Applicant submits that page 5, lines 9-14 of the originally filed application includes 
support for the features of claim 13. Therefore, Applicant respectfully requests the 
Examiner to withdraw this rejection. 

III. PRIOR ART REJECTIONS 

Claims 12, 13 & 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as being anticipated 
by Studor (U.S. Patent No.: 6,152,856). Although the rejection lists claim 14, it 
appears that the Examiner intended to list claim 17, since claim 17, not claim 14, was 
not elected in the response to the Restriction Requirement filed on August 16, 2007. 
This rejection is traversed. 

In the claimed invention, a point-giving server gives a user mileage points of an 
airline or card points of a credit card company which are In proportion to the amount 
of a service used by the user. Specifically, the point-giving server acquires a character 
string or image that represents the amount of the service used. Then the point-giving 
server converts the acquired character string or image to mileage points or card 
points. This helps to keep the user's motivation high. 

The Examiner asserts that the M-S converter of Studor, which acquires data 
from a speed sensor and converts that data so as to transmit It, is the claimed data 
acquiring unit and converter. The Examiner suggests that the data is converted to 
points by using a corresponding terrain characteristics look-up table. However, in 
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Studor, the results of the conversion is not mileage points or card points. Therefore, 
the system of Studor does not keep the user's motivation high. 

Thus, because Studor does not teach or suggest each and every element of 
claims 12, 13 and 17, claims 12, 13 and 17 are not anticipated by Studor. Therefore, 
Applicant respectfully requests the Examiner to withdraw the rejection of claims 12, 
13 and 17 under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) 

Accordingly, Applicant respectfully submits that the present application is in 
condition for allowance, and allowance is respectfully solicited.
